fearch our, both the Originall and principall cavfe of the Difeale: in 
whichif heebeignorant: then it is more by good fortune, then by any 
canningor skill, thathe do euer cure any manner of difeafe at all. For 
how is it poflible co help Nature wich chat thing w hich fhe hath neede 
of, exceptit befirlt of all knowne what fhe needeth?) which nene can 
perfettly know, except thechiefe caule of the difeafe be fill manifeft- 
ly known ynto him, infomuchthat hemay minifter thinges direttlys 
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Rules and Inftrudions tobe obferued, 


contrary to thecaufe of the fame Difeafe. And therefore I doe oreatly 
lament the ignorance of the common [ert of people, who forthe moft 
partare per{waded, tharone Medicineis fafficient for ohe difcafe.and 
not regarding, that one difeafe may come of fundry cav-fes: and there- 
fore it doth neceffarilie require divers Medicines , as for exainple, 
Weakenes of the stormacke, (that it cannctdigeft well, or thatithath no 
zood appetite) is a difealewhich may come a dozen feuerall wayes at 
theleaft: therefore the Cure of is cannotbe alwaies with eneMedi- 
cine. Asalfo, if that weakenes of the flormacke dee come ot a vweake 
diftemparature of it {elfe onely, thenit muft of neceffite be made hot 
by fome meanes: butif that heate be the caufe of the weakenes, thenit 
muit necdes becooled with fomecolde medicine thatis meete for it,. 
So chat you muft befureaiwaics, to moilten drynes,and dry moyfture. 
But if weakenes do comeof fome {uperfluovs bumor that doth abound, 
which hath flowed inte the ftomack, or hath bin there engendred: then 
mutt thatill humorof neceflitiebee purged out eytherby ayomit, cr 
eife a Purgation, with amecke medicine forit-And if that it bea Flegme, 
then itmultbe holpen witha medicine that expelleth Flegme. Burif 
Choller bee abounding there, then mult be vfed ‘fuch a medicine as 
doth purgeChoiler. And likewile for Melancholie, a meete pur- 
gation mult be vied to expell the humot-but af the imbec litre of the 
ftommacke be caufed by a Diftillation, and Rheume thattalleth out 
of the head into it, then isthe cure to-beremedied inthe head, and 
not in the ftommacke, Likewife, if the diftemparature of the Liver 
orSpteene, doe weaken the ftommacke:thenthe Cure thereof con- 
fiftech only inthe healing of thofemembers, and not of the miniftring 
any thing for the ftomacke. nee 

Therefore let noman thinke it fufficient for the Phifttion, ifhee 
perfeily know that a manhath fuch a difcafe: asthe Ague, the Col- 


liek, the Flix, or fuch other like, &e, tharthen hee may preiently, (if 


he be {icilfull( miniftera medicine meete for it: No not fo, but he muft 
firltfearch out by ail meanes poffiblehe may, the very cauleitfelte of 
the difeafe, the which many ignorant people doe perfwade themfslues 
that afkilfull Phifition may co inall difeafes, by thefight of the Vris 
onely. But alas, they are alrogither deceiued; andasforto come to the 
knowledge of the caufe of fomeinward difeafes of the body, the ¥rin 


profitcth nothing atall: ferin moftinward difcales of the body,there

Likewife for example, Ina Pl ife, or an isflamationof the Lungs, 
or in a Sqsinancie, or fach like, thereis much moreto beknowne, by 
Spettle then thereis by /rin. 

Moreouerin ask. orinabloudy Flix, orina Collck, or Hiake there 
is more certainty of iudgement to be given by Egefiion or Oxdure,then 
there is by Vrin: which thinges, thoféthatare not altogether addicted 
totheir ownefantafies, may eafiely by good reafon be perfwaded to 
ercdit:for/rin isnothing elfe,butthe Watericand Wafhie part of the. 
Bloud, for itis feperated from bloud in the Liver, and fucked fro thence 
into the Reines. from whence it diftilleth downeinto the Bladder ,and fo 
paffethfoorth. Sécing therefore that ria is the excrement that 1s fepe-, 
rated from the Bloud: there is good caufe why it fhould fhew the ftate 
of the Liser,and alle of the bloudin all parts of the body, andit can 
likewife declare the full {tate of all the members which it pafleth by : .as 
of the Reines, the Bladder, and {uch like. 

But certainely inotherdifeafesthat be out of the Veines, andbe di- 
flant from theplaces by whichrhe Yvispafleth. There is no certaine 
judgement to be giuen by the /7, valeflethe vchemencic of the dil- 
eafe haue infe€ted eyther the bloud or the Liueratter fome fort: Yetne=* 
uertheleffe, fuch is the ignorance of many people, thatthey thinke him 
worthy of no eftimation in Phificke, which cannot at the firft fight of 
the Yvin(although it hath bin caried twenty miles) tell whetherit bethe 
waterof a2manorawoman, aud-how the difeale greeueth the patient 
better then himfelfe,and whether he fhall liue or die, what Dileafe fo~ 
eucritbe, whichthinges vndoubredly in diuers difeafes are impoflidle 
to be knownc by theoncly fight and fufpection of the Vring : 

Thereforeit is very neceflary for them that willtakevpon them to 
sninilter Phifick, duely and rightfully (among{t other things) to obferue 
weilthefefourerules following. Viz. 7

4 And laftof all, tohaue a refpe€tto the place where the griefe is, 
andto confider well the accidents that doe arife thereof, mot omitting 
toknow the foimer dyet and courfe of life, which the ficke perfon 
hath vied. | . oe 

T hefe thinges then beeing diligently and feuerally marked, the Phi- 
fision may more certainely learne the chiefeft caufe of the difeafe, the 
ftrength thereof, and to what enditwillcomevnto, thenbyfecingthe 
Vrineorely, and alfo by what meaneshe may miniflerameetemedi- 

‘cine for it, whereby the ficke perion may foone finde eafe, and he pur- 7 
chafe vato himfelfe exceeding great fame. 

Thus haue] partly declared, what thinges ought to bee knowne of 
everte Phifition, that thereby hee might withdraw and takeaway the 
fond and foolifh opinion, thata great number. of people doe deeme 
tobe true, thatis, thatthe fightof the Vrineis fufficientinough, for 
a cunning Phifition, perfeétly to know the difeafe of theficke, and the 
true caufethercof, and tominifter apt medicines for it. And now J 
ceafe to {fpeakeany more hereof, but 1 willas briefely as Imay, en- 
treat fomwhat of the vfe and benefit that dotharife and come, ofBlezda 1 
lesting and Purgiag, and 1 would with all thofe that do practife the fame, 
to. becarefullthcreof. | .

‘IRST itisto be noted, thatifthe body of aman doa abound with 
humours, whichare ready to oppreflenature, then whethertherebe~

any fickenes in the body prefent, by meanes of them, orif therebe but 
danger of fickeries,thofe humors muft be euacuated out of the body , 
eyther by Bloud-lerting , Purging, Vomit, Sweating, Bathes, or elfe by 
fome other kindeof euacuatien. But! will {peake here onely of eua- 
cuation by Bloud-letting and Purging, and firft of all of Blox d-letting. 

There bediuersthings to bet eonfidered of, before Blond: lering, 
as the age of the paticnt, the complexion, thetime of the yeare, 
theregion, thecuftome, the ftrength, andthe vchemencie of the dit- 
eafe. : 


1 The age muftbeconfidered , becanfe children vnder 14 :yeares - 


of aze, andolde folkemay notbee let bloud, ynleffe great neceffitic 
require It. 

2 The complexion istobe noted, becaufea hote complexion hath 
large Veines, and aboundeth with much bloud, and they may theres 
fore forbeare a good quantitie of bloud: But colde complexions haue 
narrow Veines and little bloud, and therefore their evacuation mutt 
be {mall. , 

3 Thetime of the yeare muftbe very well marked, that the weather 
be not too hot nor too cold, and therefore the {pring timeyis the melt 
apt time for Bloud-letting, becaufe that then it is temperate. 

4 Theregionand country isto befpoken of, becauteit is tobe no- 
ted, thatif the region be very hote. or elle very colde, itis not good to 
let bloud, but atemperate Region is moft meete of alliorit, 

s. Cuftome isnot tobe neglected, for thereby wee may kriow that 


they that hane beene accuffomed to bleed, may betterfuffer Bloud- - 


letting , then thefe that were newer letten bloud at any time before. 

6 The ftrength of the perfon muft be regarded, for if there be great 
weakenes, then itis very dangerous to let bloud at all, excep? greatne» 
ceflitie compelleth, 

7 Alfotheyvehemencie of the difeafe is worthyto be marked: for 
if it be a vehement difeafe, then you muft Ictbloud forthwith, if the 
former circumftances will permit it. |

t This is a generallrule, that Bloud-lettingis 2 very good remedy 
for all difea‘es that be engendred ofaboundance flowing of cruption of 
Gloud, as be chiefoly the Feuers, ealled Sinochy. | 

2 Alio thePhrentie, Squinancie, Plunfie, Peripnewmony, Opthal- 
tiie, and againftall inflamations, andimpoflumations, engendred of 
bloud in the Liuer, the Spleene, the Reynes, the Wombe, the Skare,the 
Arsme-holes, the Armes, the Legges: and to conclude, in all ieward 
aad outward partes, wherefoeuer the inflamation be: Bloud-lecting is 
geod forit, whether it be now prefent, or that there be any danger, thae 
it will fhertly ingender. 

3 Alfe bloud-letting is goodin Feuers, whethertheybee continual 
Or Intermittent,isfomuch thatthe obftru&ions and ftoppinges of the 
Voines, Le caufed ofimmoderaterepletion ef thehumours. 

- Note alforhat Bloud-letting doth emptie and'euacuate from the bo- 
dy, all humours alike, as well the good as the Lad. 

And thereforeit is chiefely nae ed,when thereis too great ana- 
boundanceofbloud.in the body and other humours, which doe ftreaine 
the Veynes, aud that thereis greatdanger and ieopardie in breaking of 
fome Veine:, orthe brufing out of fomefluxe of bloud, or of choking, 
and to extingtith ‘naturall heate. And therefore in fuch cafes 9 YOu

Many morecommodities might here bee rehearfed as concerning 
Boud letting, which is done whenneceffitie requireth, and as it ought 
to bedone: burro conclude (omitting all other) Notetiis fora gene 
rall rule, thatBloud letting is very goov agsin{t ail kind: of difeafes 
which be caufed and engendred of bloud, and not onely whan the dis 
eafesare prefent,but allo itis good letting of bloud,to preuent any fuch 
dileafes, if chey bee forefeenc or feared, alwaies regarding that there 
benone of thefe :mpedimenss aforef.id , which doe prohibit and for- 
bid.Bloud-lecting, execpt becin great neceditte and cxtremitic, for 
thenas the common prouerbe is, Neceffitas non habetlegem , thatis:: 
Neceffiitc hath no Lawe. 

Here would Ileaue off to fpeake of Bloud-letting, but thar there 
commeth into my mind,the common opinion of theignorant people, 
which doe certainely beleene, that if any petfon be let bloud one yeere 
that he muft likewi% be lerbloud every yeere apaine, or elfe-bee is in 
(Icannottell)how great danger:which fond opinion oftheirs(whence- 
foeuer it {prung at the firft) isno morelike to be erue,then I fhould fay, 
whenamanhatha great wound by chance, in any part of his body, 
whereby heloofeth much bloud, and tharatter itis healed, he muft of 
necefii ie have the like wound againe the next yeare,to auoyde as much 
bloud,or ¢lfe heis in daunger of grear ficknes or of death. Which opini- 


on, if f my (clfe did affirme itto be true, (alchoughitbe moftfalle) yer. 


I might vie the like reafon and authoritie to deiend it,thatthe common 
people doe viefor theirs: for they can fay nothing, if they beafked why 
they doethinkefo, but thatchey haue heard many fay fo. Therefore } 
would with thatno man fhould eredite any longer this fond and foolifh 
opinion, being moft ialfe, ynles he could {thew good reafon for it, which 
Lam very wellafluredof, no man-can do. 

Mary this! thinke, thatlike as Bioud-leiting is not good againft all dif- 
eales, fo alloit 1s not good in all perfons, bur only in thofethat willbe 
content to vfe afterwaida moderate and conuenient dyct. 

} hofe therefore that doe aboundin bioud, and-willbeler bloud to 
preferue themfelucs fromthe danzer ofany difeafe, whichis hke fhort- 
ly to enfue and moleft chem: They muft for along time after, be content 
to yfea moderate andconuenient dict. Forrhofe that be vntemperato 
and olutrons in meates, orare great drunkerds,and wine-bibbers, they 
donot onely receiuenoeommoditicatall by Blowd-letting : but. allo

oftentimes they catch more hurtby it, then they fhould haue had with-

conuulfion. ! 

And thereforenote that there is fuch force and vertuein a moderate 
dyet, toefchueanddeclinedifeales, that without the ducobferuation 
of it, Bloud-letting isof no purpofe atall, And therefore if thecom- 
mon faying of the pe. ple be truein any body, that they muft of riecef- 
fitie bee let bloud often, it is very true, butitisin fuchas keepe anim- 


moderate diet, prefently after Bloud-letting , and therefore I doads 


uercife all mento beware of exceflein cating and drinking after Bloud- 


letting. i Be. 
~ Note alfo, that after Bloud-letting nore ought to walke very falt, or 
torunne,or tovfeany vehement exercife, but lethimbe quiet and reft 
himfelfe vatill {uch tume as his {pirits thall be well refrefhed and qui- 
eied againe. 2 

Norealfo, thatno per‘on being letbloud, ought to fleepe immediat- 
ly after Blond-letting but let him keepe him(elfe both quiet and waking 
and anoyding a'l contention and exercife of body and minde, and about 
two hovres after letiing of bloud, there maya lictle foode bee taken, 
but letit befuch as will make good fuice and nourith apace, and within 
foure or fiuc houres/a‘ter Bloud-letting, or fomewhat afore, the paticnt

The vfe of Purging, and the benefit that 
oftentimes commeth thereof. 


perfons, that euery kinde of Purgatton , hath that fecret vertue 

and property in it felfe, that when itis receiued into a mans bo~ 

dy, and provoked to exercilethe vertue that ic hath by naturall 
heate labouring to digeftit,then doth it draw yato itallfuch humours, 
as. ithath verrue and pewer to Purge. 

And therefore a Purgation is an cuacuation; of vicious and corrupt 
humours, which doe oftentimes trouble and moleft the body, but noe 
of all corrupt and bad humoursalike. Bes 

For cuery Purging medicine, dothdraw vnto icfelfe one peculyar 
and proper humour (that 1s) eyther Flegme or Choller, or elfe me- 
“Tancholy or watry hamours. 

And therefore thofe perfons that be perfeétly in health, ought not 
to take a Purgation, fincethey doe not abound with corrupt humors, 
whereforein thofe , when the medicine findeth no fuch {uperfluous 
humors as it hath vertuc to draw, it confumeth and wafteth the bloud 
andthe flefh; and for that caufe, whole folkes are not to be purged 
by Purgations, but rather confounded and watted: for it is manifelt 
hereby, that Purgations be very daungcrous to themthatarein per= 
fecthealth, which thing is teftifyed alfo of Hypocrates in the 37..4p0~ 
rifme, of his. fecond booke, where he faith after this fore, ‘Dui corpere 
bene fe habent hos purgaiepericulofum cf, (thatis )-itisdauneerous pure, 
ging of thofe that bein perfeét-health, oul

conueniently miniftred: itmay contrariwife do exceeding great hure, 
and workemany inconueniences tothe body. And aécording tothe 
faying of Hypocratesin the laft 4phorifme of his firft booke,in this man- 
ner. S¢ qualia oportct Purgaripurgentur,confert ch facile ferunt,difficelter, 
that is,iffuchthings be purged as ought to be, it profiteth,and mayseas 
fily be fuffered,but ifie be contrartwafe ; ithurteth and may {carcely be 
borne. 

T herfore ought deligentcare and heed to be také in thereceiuing of 
a Purgation,thatit be miniftred byalkilful Phifition,that hath certainly 
Fisad on: what humorit isthataboundeth, 

But alas the ereateft number of the common fort of people,do hold « 
an opinion that if they may hauea medicine for alictle money, which 
will prouoke themoften to the ftoole, what humor fo ever itbe , and: 
pres out, they parf{wadethemfelues that they arefafeinough:how- 

eit Iwould wifhthem hereafter alwaies to haue inminde this fay 
ing of the moftexcellent Phifition Hipecrares inthexxxjjj. Apho~ 
rifme ofthe firft booke, Deiecfiones non multitudine [unt effimande fed 

Si talia deiiciantar, qualia conucavént that is :Egeftions are not to be, 
efteamed for their great quartitie, butiffuch bad humours be purged-

There be diuers things chiefly ro be confidered of,by euerie Phifi- 
tion , before fuch timeas he do minifter any Purgation to the ficke 
perfons:as the Sy and quantitie ofthe humour, the ftrength of hing. 
or her that isfick , the age , the time of the yeare and lofily the 
difeafe. ! 

4. Thequalitie of thehumor is greatlyto be confidered alfo, 
that thereby he may perfectly know what kinde of humour is to be- 
euacuated and purged out, for-it muft be onely that which troubleth. 
the bodie,with {uperfluous aboundance therof. 

“a. Asifgreataboundance of flegme do moleft:and trouble the. 
Bodie, thenhe muft of neceflitie minitler a medicine which purgeth 
flegme,and {0 likewife for all other humors whatfoeuer, aboundinguy 

any. part of the bodie, es pat 
3, Alfohethat doch vndertake the miniftring ofany medicine,ought 
pohaue greatrefpedct to the {trength of ghe ficke or dileafed pexfon: e 


in Phificke and Chirurgurie. 


if he be very weake and feeble, there ought no Purgation at all to beé 
miniftred ynto him, becaufe all manner of Purgations doe both weaken 
natureand diminifh {trength, and the {tronger the ficke perfonis, tha 
morehe is weakened thereby. 
4 Letallmentherefore beware of vehement and ftrong Purgations, 
leaft they put their liues in hazard and daunger. Therefore by theage of" 
the Patient,the Phifition is putin minde, that childrenand olde men 
sought not to receiue any Purgation, except maruellous creat neceffitic 
doerequire it. 
§ Thetimeoftheyeareis notto be neglected, for there be fome times 
of the yeare wherein Purgations ought not to be miniftred, asin Som- 
mir, andefpecially during the time of the Dog-daies,as they aremoft 
commonly called, andalfo during all thetime that the Sunneisin Leo, 
for then is nature burnt vp, and made fo weake withall, that fhe isnot 
able to fuffer the forceand violence of a Purgation: but the Spring time 
is the moft meeteft and principalleft time in all theyeare, for the taking 
of Purgations, becaufeitis thentem perate. Laftof all, the Phifition 
eught diligently to behold and contemplate the difeafe,that he knowin z 
certainely what kinde of difeafeitis, hee may the more better finde out 
of what humoritis caufed: As for example. 

If the Phifition doe perceiue the difeafe to bea tertian Feuer,{trai ght- 
way heknoweth thatitis caufed of great aboundance of Choller, and 
therefore he muft of neceffitie mini{ter a meete medicine to purge'chol- 
ler withall, arid fo likewifeinall other difeafes, 

Note likewife, that if there be none of the impediments aboue na- 
med, aPurgation is 200d to beminiftred to all fuch as haueabundance 
of euill inice or corrupt humours in the body, for it draweth out all the 
bad humours that doe: moleft the body, and thereby doth reftore it to 
his owne eftate againe, 

ButifaPurgation beminiftred eyther to one that needcth it not, or 
ataninconuenient time, or thatit be fuch amedicine, as draweth not 
out the humours whichthen aboundeth, for it the medicine bee vehe- 
mentand yery ftrong, it will furely putthe Patientin vrcat daunger of 
his life. y 

Thefethings therefore ought tobe well taken heede of by allmen, 
Jeaft they catch great hurt, when they hope for fome great profit, 

Butit a Purgation be difcreetly miniftred to. him thathath neede of

And this is that which: Hypocrates doth counfaile inthe firlt: 2pbe- 
ri/nee.of his fecond booke, where he faith, Corpora cam gurfque purgare 
volwertt, opporter fluuss facere,that is, when any man will purge the body, 
he muft makeit flowing, by opening-and vn-opening of the veflels. 
The moft mecteft time cf allto receive aPurganon is inthe mors 
ning, for thenare“all the digeftions perfeAlly finifhed, and the ftomack 
is without mieat, There is alfo great heedeto be taken in whatfigne the 
Mooneisin,) efore fuch time as any Purgation bemmiftred, for {cme 
fignes are very good for it, andctherlomeare eujll, Therfore 1 would 
with all fuch as doe take vpon them theminiftring of any Purgation, to 
haue great regard before they doeminifterit, of the ficke perfon, the

But now (God willing) I 
will heere ceafeto-intreat any more of the’e thinges, doubting not, but 
thatall {uch perfons.as will take vpon them, to minifter any Medicine 
at all toany ficke or-difeafed perfon, or will take vpon them ro let bloud 
will haue’a {peciall regard to all the circumftances afore {poken of, 
_ and not to attempt any fuch matter, vntill they haue perfeétly attained 
fufiicient knowledge for the accomplifhing ot all fuch matters as they 
fhafltake ypon themto performe, without doing any preiudice or 
hurtto the fickePerfon. Andnowl willheere (according to 
my fimple fkill) fpeake fomewhat of the moft part of all 
{uch difeafes as are incidentto mans body, afwell in- 
wardly as outwardly, and alfo of all fuch medi- 
cines( being duely and rightly miniftred,) 
as are moft meet and conuenient to be 
ied for the cure of the fame 
difeafe whatfocuer it be.
